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CHRISTOPHER HOGWOOD 
Arnstic Director 

Christopher Hogwood is one of Britain’s 
most internationally active conductors, as welk- 
as being a highly successful recording artist for 
London Records/L’Oiseau-Lyre. 

Born in Nottingham in 1941, Mr. Hogwood 
studied classics and music at Cambridge Uni- 
versity where his teachers included Raymond 
Leppard, Thurston Dart and Mary Potts. Sub- 
sequently he studied with Gustav Leonhardt 
and Rafael Puyana. 

In 1973 he founded the Academy of Ancient 
Music, the first British orchestra formed to play 
baroque and classical works on instruments 
appropriate to those periods. The orchestra is 
now internationally acclaimed with a busy sched- 
ule of performances all over the world and a 
large number of bestselling recordings to its credit. 

Christopher Hogwood is also in great de- 
mand as a guest conductor for a wide range of 
programs, and has been particularly active in the 
United States where he works regularly with 
such orchestras as the Chicago Symphony and 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic. In Britain he has 
conducted and recorded with the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, and has also undertaken 
conducting engagements in many European cities 
including Paris, Lisbon, and Copenhagen. 

In addition to his orchestral conducting 
activities he has been a busy operatic conduc- 
tor and has directed the St. Louis Opera, Berlin’s 
Deutsche Opera, Paris’ Opera Comique, and 
Venice’s La Fenice. 

Mr. Hogwood assumed the position of 
Artistic Director of the Handel & Haydn Society 
in 1986. In March he directed the H&H period 
orchestra in its first recording for London Records/ 
L’Oiseau-Lyre and in October he led the orches- 
tra and soprano Arleen Auger in a L’Oiseau- 
Lyre recording of Haydn concert arias. This 
season he served as conductor of H&H’s 
135th annual performances of Messiah which 
were held in Boston, New York and Chicago. 

In September, Mr. Hogwood became 
Director of Music of the St. Paul Chamber 
Orchestra where he is part of a three man 
Artistic Commission which also includes Hugh 
Wolff as Principal Conductor and John Adams 
in a newly established Creative Chair. 


Despite his busy conducting schedule 
Christopher Hogwood has also written a 
number of books, including his enormously 
successful biography of Handel, published by 
Thames and Hudson. 


JEFFREY RINK 
Assistant Conductor 


Assistant H&H Conductor Jeffrey Rink 
holds degrees in Music Theory and Conduc- 
ting from the University of Maryland and sub- 
sequently studied orchestral conducting with 
Charles Bruck at the Pierre Monteux School. 

While still a graduate student, Mr. Rink 
was asked to premiere Mightscape by the 
Washington composer Lawrence Moss; this led 
to several conducting engagements including 
an appearance with Monday Evening Concerts 
in Los Angeles. 

In 1981 he was appointed as Associate 
Conductor of the Maryland Handel Festival 
and Music Director of the Masterworks Chorus 
and Orchestra Guild of Washington D.C. which 
he led until 1986. His performance with this 
group of a newly commissioned work prompted 
the Washington Post to write, “Jeffrey Rink 
molded the work of all the singers and instru- 
mentalists into as memorable a premiere as 
any composer could wish for.” 

In February of 1986 he was appointed by 
Christopher Hogwood as Assistant Conductor of 
the Handel & Haydn Society which prompted — 
his move to Boston. Since this appointment he 
had received high praise from The Boston Globe, 
New Yorker Magazine and London’s Musical 
Times and has led H&H in performances of 
Brahms’ Requiem, Beethoven's Minth Symphony 
and Handel’s Messiah. 

In addition to his work with H&H, 

Mr. Rink serves as Conductor of Orchestras at 
the Longy School and Music Director of the 
New England Philharmonic. He appeared this 
season as a guest conductor with the Pro Arte 
Chamber Orchestra and in June will conduct 
the Orquestra Sinfonica de Monterey in Mexico.

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Jean Sibelius (1865-1956) 
Incidental Music to Kuolema, Op. 44/62a, b 
(1903, rev. 1904, 1906, 1911) 


ibelius was ever reshaping his tonal 

universe in a darker vein, in the minia- 

ture no less than the symphony. His 
incidental music to Kuolema was literally a 
favor for his brother-in-law Arvid Jarnefelt — 
a leading literary figure in fim de stécle Finland, 
and an Expressionist ally of his fellow- 
Scandinavian Strindberg. His play Kuolema 
(the word is Finnish for “death”) followed 
directly on Sibelius’ two best-known large 
works, the Second Symphony and Violin 
Concerto. Kuolema opens with a scene in 
which a woman dances with Death without 
recognizing him at first: this engenders Sibelius’ 
famous Valse triste, a lovely but almost graphic 
portrayal of a musical process twisting in agony. 
The Scene with Cranes (really two scenes com- 
bined) draws an image of szz//ness, if music can 
do that: the cranes resound in the empty calls 
of two clarinets, emphasizing the sub-Arctic deso- 
lation of the landscape — outer and inner. (Much 
later Sibelius would write of actual cranes flying 
south, “Their cry echoes throughout my being.”) 
To this he added the wistful Canzonetta (praised 
and arranged by Stravinsky, of all people) and 
Valse romantique for a 1911 revival. 


Ludwig van Beethoven (1770-1827) 
Piano Concerta No. 1, Op. 15 
(1795, rev. 1798) 


ozart had been dead less than a 

year when Beethoven set off for 

Vienna for good in 1792. He 
made an instant mark as a pianist. Outwardly 
tidy in those days, Beethoven yet had the tem- 


perament of an “unlicked bear”, in Cherubini’s 
phrase: awkward, arrogant, hypersensitive. 
Though Haydn could not help seeing him as 
a rival, he kept paying Beethoven favors. Not 
least was the offer in 1795 to perform a new 
concerto of his own, to fill out the concert 
Haydn mounted upon his triumphant final 
return from London. This was almost certainly 
the premiere of the “First” Concerto. Its suc- 
cess that night has taken a back seat to the 
story of Beethoven’s defying the flu to finish 
the concerto two days before (his twenty-fifth 
birthday, in fact): passing it from his bed, a 
page at a time, to copyists out in the hall. He 
was not such a “bad boy” as not to rise to an 
occasion. (The designation “No. 1” needs some 
emendation: earlier that year Beethoven had 
played the present No. 2, which he never 
liked as well and published only later. The 
beginnings of No. 2 and even earlier attempts 
date back to his youth in Bonn.) 

Beethoven is known for brief, taut opening 
themes — in the Fifth Symphony, say. This 
concerto, though, has a way of spreading out 
with charming discursiveness through a host of 
episodes, by turns martial, light or deeply affecting. 
By the time the piano enters, demurely, it is as 
though a large symphony has been underway 
for some time. Soon the piano settles into a 
more propulsive, virtuosic drive, all the way 
through the grand cadenza. (Jeffrey Kahane plays 
Beethoven’s third and most adventurous version). 
The Largo slow movement, however, is one of 
his best early lyric pieces, with a fine clarinet 
solo — and the same rhythmic drive behind it. 

All this finds sudden, welcome relief in the 
Rondo finale (Donald Tovey: “Beethoven never 
wrote a wittier paragraph with more Haydnesque 
irregularity of rhythm than the main theme’). 
Just at the end comes a meditative, elegiac fare- 
well by the piano, echoed by a still more haunting 
oboe — before the orchestra runs off laughing. 
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Aaron Copland (b. 1900) 
Quiet City for English Horn, ‘Trumpet, and 
Strings (1940) 


opland came by fame early, but not 

wealth. In 1938, near the end of the 

Depression, he received his first 
royalties: $40, for his pathbreaking ballet Br//y 
the Kid (he felt odd getting money “for doing 
absolutely nothing”). He started to do film scores, 
notably Steinbeck’s Of Mice and Men. \n 1939 
he wrote music for off-Broadway flops: Orson 
Welles’ Five Kings (all played by him, of course) 
and Irwin Shaw’s “experimental” Quiet City, about 
a trumpeter (playing “nervously,” as Copland’s 
score directs) who empathizes with “night thoughts” 
of his urban fellows. Shaw (1913-1984) is famous 
today for Rich Man, Poor Man, a novel-and- 
miniseries with a social conscience. This early 
play, however, died after two previews. 

Copland landed on his feet, making Quzer 

City into the present concert piece. He added 
the English horn to give the trumpet “breathing 
space” and alter ego. His music captures what 
he calls the “inner distress” of Shaw’s people, 
yet gives his urban landscape a more tranquil, 
alabaster majesty. Later, Shaw framed this as a 
prayer: “God. ..make us understand the true 
nature of the noises arising from the city 
around us.” 


Felix Mendelssohn (1809-1847) 
Symphony No. 4 in A, Op. 90, “Ttahan” 
(1830, rev. 1833) 


6 6 n the midst of all merriment 
I never forget that the core 
eee and essence of all things is 
serious — yes, often tragic. And in serious 
moments I again think that true seriousness 
must be gay, and not dark and cold. . .[ am 
convinced of this.” 


Thus young Mendelssohn from Rome to his 
father, with the self-assurance of the master he 
already was. “A colossus without faults” Italians 
called him. Incredibly gifted, nurtured in a 
wealthy, cultivated family, he had all of the 
advantages, and squandered none. He saw 
himself (with justice) as heir to the Classical 
tradition. No one renewed it with such color 
and virtuosity. The Italian Symphony, sketched 
in Naples at age twenty-one, was a souvenir of 
youthful impressions, and deeply personal: 
Mendelssohn never released it for publication. 
Then too, while many Classical symphonies 
begin in a “tragic” minor key and work their 
way through to the “triumphant” major key 
finale, this is the very first one to move /o the 
minor from the major. Mendelssohn left no 
explicit “program”, but its tragic sense is strong. 
For all its local color the tahan Symphony is 
less a travelogue than a mysterious drama. 

The first movement, nothing like a tragedy, 
kicks off with an incandescent jig: a coquettish 
theme by the warm cellos, then a brisk soldierly 
march, unfold in turn. The second movement 
introduces its more ghostly procession with an 
eerie priestly incantation, like one Mendelssohn 
jotted down in Rome; the third is a delectable 
evocation of a dance, rather than a dance pure 
and simple. The breakneck minor finale is called 
a saltarello, here a sort of witches dance, with 
evil spirits to be exorcised. At last it seems as 
if it will thaw into the major: the gay out of the 
serious. But then the jig theme that opened the 
symphony steals in, in a muted death-march. 
(Unhappy endings were emblems of Romantic 
novels of Mendelssohn’s time, before Hollywood 
got to them — less because pessimism is sexy 
than because it sets the vital “core and essence” 
of life in sharp relief. Think of Wuthering Heights 
and of Hugo’s Notre Dame de Paris, in which the 
hunchback Quasimodo “crumbles into dust” at 
the end.) Instead of crumbling its finale into dust, 
this symphony dismisses it tidily, its secrets intact.
